Britith War Oi&ce Has No News of 
Kruger’% Capture. 


SOT KFORMED OF PRETORIA’S FAIL. 


General Belief Strong, Hon^ever, In 
T ruth of L atter Rumor — Lord 
Roberts Reports the Cap­ 
ture ofJohanneaburv» 


London, June 1.—The war office here 
knows nothing about the reported cap­ 
ture of President 
Kruger. 
Belated 
messages from Pretoria confirm the re­ 
ports of the departure of President 
Krug-er with his cabinet and staff offi­ 
cials Tuesday night and the selection 
at a meeting of citizens of a committee 
to administer the city provisionally. 
Since these telegrams left on Wednes­ 
day nothing apparently has reached 
Lourenzo Marques by telegraph from 
Pretoria. 
Possibly the 
wires 
have 
been cut. 
Possibly the Boer censor­ 
ship at some intermediate point inter­ 
cept« telegrams. 
Although the war 
office has not received a word about it, 
no one in London harbors the idea that 
the Boer capital is not already in the 
hands of the British or about to be 
there. 
The possession of 
Johannes­ 
burg, at all events, as Lord Roberts has 
telegraphed, is a fact. States Attorney 
Smuts did not depart with President 
Kruger, but remained in Pretoria. 


Some discussion is going on in Lon­ 
don as to what will be done with Presi­ 
dent Kruerer if he is captured. One idea 
ia m at ne will be sent to St. Jieiena, 
and that he will be tried for treason. 


Other rumors in the camp of Lord 
Roberts are that President Kruger is 
ill at Lydenburg and that the ammuni­ 
tion of the Boers is running short. 


A Berlin dispatch says: 
Emperor 
William, according“ to the Berlin corre­ 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph, has 
sent a telegram to the queen congrat­ 
ulating her upon me success of Lord 
Roberts. 


The present seat of the Boer gov­ 
ernment, according to a dispatch from 
Lourenzo Marques, dated Thursday, is 
Middleburg, but it will probably 
be 
shifted further east. 


The press dispatches from the head­ 
quarters of Lord Roberts give no esti­ 
mate as to the number of Boers who 
were fighting Gen. French and Gen. 
Ian Hamilton Monday and Tuesday, 
but they all agree that the Boers re­ 
tired and that the British casualties 
w'ere slight.

DISSOLVES THE INJONCTION. 


The SivecpinK 
Restriction« 
Placed 
Agralnst Clffnm iakem ’ Union at 
New Y o rk Arc Removed. 


Xew York, June 1.—Justice Andrews, 
in the supreme court, has dissolved the 
sw’eeping injunction against the Cigar- 
makers’ union which prohibited the 
payment by members of the union of 
strike benefits and practically made it 
unlawful to contribute to the support 
or a striker’s family when the head of 
the house was out of w’ork. 


This is the injunction 
w hich 
so 
aroused Samuel Gompers, president of 
the A m erican Federation of Labor, that 
he cam e to this citj' and m a d e an ad- 
dres.s to the strik in g cigarm akers. in 
which he advised them to disregard the 
injimction of .Justice Freedman. P r e s ­ 
ident doinper.« denounced the order as 
un-American and illegal, and for a few 
day.'i it was believed the labor president 
would be punished for contem pt. 


The injunction dis^olveil by J ustice 
Anilrews was to restrain temi)orarily 
the members of ('igarmaker.'i’ Interna- 
tifjnal union Xo. 114 irom in te rferin g 
with the bu.^iness of the plaintilYs. S. 
Iwcvy tS: Co. 
It went fa rther than any 
previous restraining order in prohib ­ 
iting the p aym ent of any strike b en e­ 
fits or of m one ys to the strikers on 
the ground that such p a y m ents w e r e 
made to foment the strike and en cour­ 
age its continuance.

the judiciary com m ittee proposing a 
constitutional am endm ent to lodge in 
congress the power to “define, regu­ 
late,

trusts, monopolies or com binations.” 
Under the term s of the order T h u rs­ 
day, with a night session, was devoted 
to debate, and to-day a t five o’clock 
the vote is to be taken w ithout oppor­ 
tunity to amend. S aturday is to be de­ 
voted to the bill to amend the Sherman 
a n ti-tru st law. The dem ocrats charged 
th a t 
the 
proposed 
constitutional 
am endm ent was objectionable in ever}' 
way; th a t it was a mere political pre­ 
text ; th a t it w as unnecessar}’, and was 
proposed at the end of the session for 
election purposes in the com ing cam ­ 
paign. The republicans repudiated the 
charge of bad faith. A constitutional 
am endm ent requires tw'o-thirds vote to 
adopt it, or 236 votes with the present 
m em bership of the house. The repub­ 
licans have only ISG votes, &0 less th an 
the requisite two-thirds. 
There w’ere 
only three speakers at the day session 
—Messrs. Kay (X. Y'.), T errj’ (Ark.) and 
L anham (Tex.).

The chief feature of the night session 
arose out of a fiery speech made by Mr. 
Sulzer (dem.. X. Y.) against trusts. Mr. 
Sulzer charged th a t the 
republicans

house.” said he. addressing the other 
side. “ 1 should have joined with you in 
passing this resolution. It would then

DfuftBtrons Re«nltB Follow Shootlu« 
oC a Well at Whipple, 0 .<^*Four 
Men 
Killed — Four Fatatily 
and Three Serlounly Hurt. 


Milwaukee, Ju n e 1. — A Sentine\ 
special from Brilllon, Wis., says 
six 
persons w ere killed by an explosion 
of dynam ite in th e home of William 
Broehm, a t Forest Junction, 
about 
eight miles from Brillion, at an early 
hour Thursday. 
The dead are: 
Wil­ 
liam Broehm, Mrs. William Broehm, 
three children of Mr. and Mrs. Broehm, 
ages raugiug from two to seven 3’ears; 
II. Stevens, a bro th er of Mrs. Broehm. 


The cause of the explosion is not 
known. The supposition is th a t about 
12 pounds of the deadly explosive was 
too near the stove, and became over­ 
heated and exploded. No one was left 
to tell how the accident occurred, as 
every occupant of the house was killed. 
The explosion occurred in the back 
p a r t of the house, wiiere the family 
was supposedly eat injj- breakfast. This 
p a r t of the dwelling- was scattered all 
over the ground m any yaAls distant, 
and the main part of the house was 
badly wrecked. So great was the force 
of the explosion th a t p a rts of a ban­ 
nister was blown through three walls. 
The remains of th e u n fo rtu n ate vic­ 
tims were literally blown to pieces and 
beyond all semblance of recognition. 
Brofchm was a w'ell driller and was 
well to do. 


Pour Killed; Man»’ Hurt. 


M arietta. O., J u n e 1.—At Whipple. 
Just east of this city, Thursday evening, 
in shooting a well on the Kelly farm, 
there was a prem ature explosion of 
50 quarts of nitro glycerin. Four men 
were killed, four fatally injured and 
three badly hurt.

ready to close up for the day. 
The 
drillin^^ was done by Michael Hannon, 
and had been completed, ready 
for 
the final shooting. 
The well was be­ 
ing- shot by the Humes Torpedo com­ 
pany, which had low’ered 50 quarts of 
nitroglycerin into th e drilling. 


llo^v It Occurred. 


W’hen the “go-devil” was sent down 
it did not go otT jis expected, 
and 
then w hat is known as a “jack squib," 
composed of heavy iron and dynaniite 
with a protected fuse, was dropped 
into the well. 
It was expected th a t 
when they cam e tog-ether there would 
be the usual blast th at would shoot 
the well, b u t it seems th a t the “jack 
squib” exploded first, and then the 
crowxl rushed to see the shooting of 
tho gusher, and when they arrived at 
the derrick, the lirst charge th at was 
put down w ent olT w ith terrific force, 
wrecking everything and blowing the 
men in every direction. 
The remains 
of tw o of those who were killed in­ 
stan tly had to be picked up lu pieces, 
and those who were fatally 
injured 
are mangled in a horrible m anner. 


All of the victims are residents of 
this county, well to do and prom inent 
citizens, and the calam ity has spread 
distress everyw'here, as well as in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Whipple. 
Every 
m eans of relief, so far as nurses and 
physicians 
and 
supplies 
are 
con­ 
cerned, have been furnished from this! 
city and neighboring points, but n o th ­ 
ing can prevent the death list from be­ 
ing less th an eight killed, while the 
ex ten t of th e injuries of John 
and 
Henry S tallar and W alter Daniels are 
not y e t known.

The death of Ii. S. Risley, which oc­ 
curred a few days ago, removed from 
Omaha one of its m ost picturesque 
characters. 
Mr. Kisley was born in 
1814 iu New Jei*sey and his veins car­ 
ries tru e Quaker blood. He remained 
a firm believer in the cardinal prin­ 
ciples ta u g h t by the Quakers and the 
tenets of th a t faith were carried out 
by him through his long and eventful 
life. 


A peculiar fatality in 
his 
youth 
caused the members of his family to 
meet untim ely death. Large financial 
interests were Involved and a design­ 
ing person adm inistered poison. 
Mr. 
liisley was subjected to the same dan­ 
ger, b u t by a miraculous turn» of fate 
he escaped d^ath and was the only sur­ 
vivor of a large family. 


An estate tliat had been accumulated 
b}’ long years of frugality and industry 
was sw ept away like sand in a gale 
and when but a lad Mr. Eisley was 
throw n upon his own resources. Leav­ 
ing the east he went to New Orleans 
and a t once attained some prominence. 
He saw the poetry of life on the Mis­ 
sissippi river and he painted pictures 
th a t a ttra c te d attention the 
world 
over. 
He owned a p lantation 
near 
Bayou Sara and lived the life of a 
southern planter for several years. His 
idea of the Mississippi river scenes waa 
elaborate. He made a panoram ic pic­ 
ture th a t was 45 feet high and a q u ar­ 
ter of a mile long. He took this work 
to E urope and exliibited it 
to

crown«d heads. He traveled in m any 
foreign countries. WTiile m aking the 
exhibitionheenclrcled the globe, Jap a n 
and China being the only countries he 
did not visit.

foothold in the country, however, and 
for aw’hile was a courier in t ’.ie em­ 
ploy of th e czar. 
During his Russia!: 
experience Mr. Risley gained 
infor­ 
m ation to the effect th a t large prop­ 
erty rig h ts In Minnesota aw aited his 
attention. 
It was necessary to make 
a certain legal showing, which, owin" 
to the death of his parents, he was 
unable to do. 
A part of the property 
Involved was w’here the city of Mi:'.- 
neapolis now stands. Recoveriufi from 
th e ill effects of his Russian 
expe­ 
rience Mr. Risley reproduced his rivei 
painting and exhlLit(‘d it witli greater 
luck th a n ever before. 
While in Ku 
rope he painted a picture of the rivei 
Thames, and it 
met 
with 
success. 
From Europe he w'ent to .Australia. 
At one tim e during his travels he be­ 
came Interested in balloons and made 
several ascensions. 


Among the epochs In this eventful 
life were passing through the yellow 
fever plague iu the south, a shipwreck 
in the Pacific ocean and an explosion 
of a steam boat. 
lie survived all and 
came out with 
flying 
colors. 
Ills 
h ealth rem ained good up to a 
few 
days prior to his death. 
Ills demise 
was peaceful—simj^y the folding of 
hands at the close of a long and thrill­ 
ing existence. 
Mr. Risley was 
not 
given to talk of his achievements or 
adventures. 
lie was so modest th a t 
only hts more intim ate friends could 
draw from him the interesting story 
of his life. 


WHien the recent municipal 
cam ­ 
paign was at its height Mr. Risley w’as 
on ills deathbed. 
He was a friend of 
one of the candidates, and despite the 
fact th a t his life was ebbing aw'a.v he 
rallied on election day and 
against
